To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Hares,  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
District  for  194-9. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimate  of  the  population, 

5,8995  shows  a slight  decrease  this  year. 

The  Birth  Rate,  13.7  psr  1,000  of  the  population  is  lower 
than  the  national  rate,  16.79  while  the  Death  Rate,  13.4  per 

I, 000  of  the  population,  is  higher  than  the  national  rate, 

II. 7. 


In  previous  reports  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the 
relatively  high  death  rate  and  low  birth  rate  in  Charlton  Kinss. 
The  explanation  offered  was  that  both  these  features  were  due  to 
the  very  high  proportion  of  elderly  people  in  Charlton  Kings. 

This  view  is  confirmed  by  the  Registrar-General  in  that 
this  year  he  has  given  an  area  comparatibility  factor,  0,775  ^7 
which  the  crude  death  rate,  13 »4,  must  be  multiplied  to  obtain 
the  corrected  death  rate,  10,39  before  comparing  it  with  rates 
elsev\/here. 

When  the  necessary  correction  has  been  made  in  the  local 
rate  it  will  be  seen  that  it  compares  favourably  with  the  rates 
of  other  districts. 

The  infantile  death  rate,  62.  deaths  per  1,000  live  births, 
is  considerably  higher  than  the  record  low  figure,  32.,  for 
England  and  Wales. 

There  were  in  fact  five  deaths  in  infants  under  one  year  ’ 
of  age,  but  it  will  be  seen  that  the  rate  has  to  be  calculated 
on  1,000  births  so  that  any  discrepancies  are  greatly  magnified. 
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When  bhe ' ci reams  banc es  of  each  deabh  were  scrubinised 
ib  was  found  bhab  all  bhe  babies  died  in  bhe  firsb  monbh  of 
life.  Now  bhe  causes  of  deabh  in  bhis  neonabal  period  are 
bhe  causes  of  sbill  birbh,  viz.,  premabuburiby , malf ormabions , 
birbh  injury,  boxaemia  of  pregnancy.  While  bhere  were  five 
infanbile  deabhs  duringbhe  year  bhere  were  no  sbill  birbhs. 

Ib  is  brue  bhab  bhe  infanbile.  morbaliby.  rabe  is  62,,  bub  bhe 
sbill  birbh  rabe  per  1,000  birbhs  is  Nil,  as  compared  wibh  bhe 
Counby's  infanbile  morbaljby  rabe,  30.,  and  sbill  birbh  rabe, 

20.  per  1,000  birbhs. 

The  Disbricb  was  remarlably  free  from  all  forms  of 
serious  infeebious  disease  during  bhe  year  under  revie?;. 

The  housing  allocabion  for  1946  was  bwelve  houses,  bhese 
were  complebed  before  March,  1950,  making  a bobal  of  sixby-eighb 
builb  by  bhe  Council  since  bhe  war.  Permission  was  given 

bo  sbarb  anobher  bwenby-four  houses  during  bhe  year  and  bhese 
are  in  bhe  course  of  cons bruc bion. 

The  Council  made  byelaw's  under  Sec  bion  15  of  bhe  Pood  and 
Drugs  Acb,  1938  for  securing  bhe  observance  of  sanibary  and 
cleanly  condibions  and  pracbices  in 'conneebion  wibh  bhe  handling, 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  sold  or  inbended  for  sale  for 
hirnnan  consumpbion,  and  in  conneebion  v;ibh  bhe  sale  of  food  or 
exposure  for  sale  in  bhe  open  air. 

The  Byelaws  should  prove  a useful  insbrumenb  in  bhe  hands 
of  bhe  public  healbh  sbaff  and  bhe  food  brades , leading  bo  an 
all  round  reiising  of  hygienic  sbandards. 

Illness  due  bo  food  infeebions  has  become  much  more 
frequehb  in  recenb  years  and  conbinues  bo  increase, 

I desire  bo  bhank  members  of  bhe  Council  for  bheir  kindness 
and  considerabion,  and  my  colleagues  for  bheir  willing  co-operabion 
and  assisbance  in  preparing  bhis  reporb,

In  order  bo  bring  homebo  bhe  public  and  bhe  food  brades 
bhe  imporbance  of  clean  handling  of  food  every  opporbuniby  is 
baken  of  giving  addresses  on  bhis  subjecb  bo  bhe  general 
public,  especially  bhe  local  women’s  organisabions . 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  REGUL^ITIONS , 1949. 

The  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  19^4  was 
implemenbed  by  bhe  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulabions,  1949 j which 
came  inbo  force  on  bhe  Isb  Ocbober,  1949.  The  Minis bry 

of  Agriculbure  and  Fisheries  became  responsible  for  bhe  regis- 
brabion  of  Dairy  Farms  and  Producer-Re  bailers ? supervision 
of  Pasbeurising  Es bablishmenbs  passed  bo  bhe  Counby  Council? 
bobh  bhese  funcbions  were  formerly  carried  oub  by  bhe  Disbricb 
Council,  now,  only  bhe  licensing  of  Dealers  Premises  is  lefb 
bo  bhem. 

IMJilUNISATION  against  DIPHTHERIA 

During  bhe  year,  f if  by-six  children  were  immunised  for 
bhe  firsb  bime  and  eighby-f ive"  were  given  a boosbing  or  re- 
inforcing injecbion  on  enbry  bo  school.  , Only  rarely  does 
a parenb  refuse  bo  have  a child  immunis-ed-,  bhe  proporbion  of 
immunised  children  is  higher  each  year,  'by  bhe  .end  of  1949 
82%  had  been  breabed  as  againsb  77%  ih-  1948.:  Ib  is  by 

bhis  means  bhab  bhe  Disbricb  conbinues  bo  enjoy  ibs  freedom 
from  diphbheria.  Every  efforb  musb  be'  made  bo  mainbain 

bhe  readiness  wibh  which  parenbs  accepb  immunisabion.

GENERAL  PROVISION  POR  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Ambula.nce  Service, 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  maintained  by  the  County  Council 
and  is  obtained  from  Cheltenham  Control  Station  (phone  Cheltenham 
3112)  and  in  emergency  dialing  ”999"  or  ”0”  to  the  local  Exchange 
and  asking  for  ’'Am.bulance  Service", 

The  Ambulance  Service  is  supplemented  by  a valuable  hospital 
car  service  which  is  available  for  taking  patients  to  and  from 
appointments  in  connection  with  the  National  Health  Service  when 
public  transport  is  not  practicable.  Requests  for  this 
Service  should  be  made  to  the  Control  Station  at  Cheltenham, 
giving  48  hours  notice  of  the  requirement.
